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kindled, and by this means having himfelf from the force of the 
Fire, for the fpace of two hours 5 ihe Gentleman above-menti¬ 
oned being then unwilling to hazard the Creature any further: 
That afterwards it lived nine Months •• That he had kept it ele¬ 
ven Months without any other food, but what it took by licking 
the Earth, on which it moved , and on which it had been brought 
out of the Indies > which at fir ft was covered with a thick moi- 
flure, but being dried afterwards, the Urin of the Animal ferved 
to moiften the fame. After the eleven Months, the Owner ha¬ 
ving a mind to try, how the Animal would do upon Italian Earth, 
it died three dayes after it had changed the Earth. 

An Account

Since nothing is more important for difeovering the Caufe of 
that Grand Phenomenon of Nature, the Flux and Reflux of the 
Sea, than a true and full Hifory of the Tydcs , the virtue ft of 
England have of late (efpecially fince the Publication of Dr. Wallis 
his Theory touching that Apparcnce ) taken care, to diredt and re¬ 
commend in feveral parts of the World , and particularly in the 
010ft proper places of thefe lianas , luch Observations, as may 
contribute to the elucidating of that Subjedf. 

And as formerly they have lent their Inquiries of this Nature 
to the Ifle of St. Helena , fituated in the open Ocean beyond the 
zSEquinotfial , and already received fome account thereupon j fo 
they have fince difpatcht the like for the Bermudas , an IJ 7 cthat, 
hath no lefs conveniency of fituation for that purpofe. And they 
intend (as will more amply appear, God permitting, in a fhort 
time) to lodge with fuen Mailers of Ships and Pilots, asfhallfayl 
into remote parts, very particular directions of that kind , to be 
printed at the Royal Societies charges, and to be committed to the 
care of the Mailers of 'Trinity Hou(e for difpofing of them to that 
end. 

And,, as forthe Obfervations, to be made in thefe Kingdoms 5 
°tis hoped , that the Mailers in the Art of Navigation at Bnjloi 
QA.t.Standridgc&nd.}At. If) will undertake thatbufinefs with af¬ 
fection and care: the former of thefe two having already (as we 
are informed from a good hand ) made a Collection of the Tydes,

for fome years paft, and found them differing from former Obser¬ 
vations and Tables 5 the other promifing future diligence in this 
matter; no ting an the meantime, rhat fome Tydes of Iaft Au¬ 
tumn were fo far differing from former Obfervations, that neither 
he, nor any others there, could make any thing of ic. 

We muftnot omit here to mention the readinefs, expreftedby 
thefe worthy Gentlemen, Mr. Rob. Boyle, Sir Rob.Moray, and 
Mr. Henry Potvle , for concurring in this 
Work; thefirft, having undertaken to re¬ 
commend Obfervations of this nature, to 
be made, upon the We(lern Coaft of In¬ 
land * ; the fecond,upon the Weft of Scot¬ 
land ; and the'third, in the Ifleof Lundy ; 
to whom we rauft adde the inquifttive 
Mr, Sam. Colepnfje , for Plymouth , and the 
Lands-end. Befides, we hope to engage the 
curious of France in the fame undertaking, 
efpecially for procuring , befides what is 
known already concerning that place, a 
very particular and exa<ft account of the Tydes upon the Coaft of 
Brit any , where {efpecially about St. Malo) they are found to rife 
to admiration, even to do,70. and fometime 80, feet, at the New 
and Full Moon.
